like action was taken by the House 
Military Committee a week ago, and 
prospects are bright for passage before 
adjournment now predicted for the first 
of June, 

The bills, drafted by the 
and the General Staff, are of primary 
importance to the air service, The first,

bill now bears), provides for 
tenance of 1,350 Reserve officers on ac- 
tive duty for five year tours. It is re- 
quired to give the Air Corps. sufficient 
junior officers to man 1648 planes ex 
pected to be attained within the next 
three years. 

The other two would give the Air 
Corps a new system of temporary ad 
vanced rank based on seniority rather

who are no longer physically qualified 
for flying airplanes.

Consider Army Housing Bill 


Under an interpretation of the Wilcox 


air base act, agreed upon this week be- 
tween members of the House Military 
Committee and representatives of the 
War Department, appropriations for 
construction at many existing Air Corps 
posts can be sought without further 
authorization.

act. At the request of the construction 
subcommittee of the Military Committee, 
the Department submitted additional 
housing items totaling $3,627,074 to be 
substituted for the aviation projects, 
far the blanket authoriza- 
Wilcox act goes is not clear. 
The act contemplated the establishment 
of a number of strategically located air 
bases and left the location of the fields 
to the decision of a War Department 
board. it authorized construction at ex- 
isting fields or at new fields in accord- 
ance with the decision of the board as 
io air defense needs. No further authori 
zation is necessary then, under this in- 
terpretation, at existing Air Corps sta- 
tions which the board decides fit into 
this air defense system. The board has 
already submitted its report to the De 
partment, but what existing stations are 
mentioned therein was not revealed for 
it has not yet been made public.

Navy Junior Selection 
Changes Are Foreseen 


While the General Board’s study of 
the selection system is not by any means 
complete and it will not submit its re- 
port for at least a month or two, there 
seems to be a general agreement of opin- 


ion in Washington that the Board will 
recommend the elimination of drastic 
selection in the junior grades, 


The Board’s sessions have been secret 
and no one claims any first hand knowl- 


edge of the trend of opinion among 
the five flag officers of the board, but 


nevertheless it seems generally accepted 
that a material change in the present 
heavy elimination of lieutenants is in- 
evitable. Few ofticers expect the board 
to recommend any drastic change in the 
method of selection or the situation with 
respect to advancement to the upper 
three grades. From all indications, they 
regard these two phases of the problem 
as reasonably satisfactory. The real 
crux of the bourd’s study, it is con- 
sidered, is to find some way to do away 
with stiff selection to lieutenant com- 
mander and still have a flow of pro- 
motion. 

A number of possible solutions of this 
problem are being considered by the 
board, all of which have their defects. 
Kach plan has to be studied from every 
angle and many schemes which on their 
face seem ideal have to be scrapped 
after analysis proves them unworkable. 
Scores of suggestions on all phases of 


the selection problem have been re- 
ceived and each has to be carefully 
studied with a view to all factors. This 


makes any prediction as to when the in- 
vestigation will be finished impossible. 

The Board will still receive letters of 
suggestions from oflicers. This is em- 
phasized because there have been com- 
plaints, particularly in the Marine 
Corps, of not receiving notice of the 
Board’s Alnav inviting officers to sub 
mit their views. In this connection, it 
was learned this week, that the Alnav 
not widely circulated at Marine 
Corps Headquarters. While mimeo 
graphed copies of the invitation were 
sent around in other offices and bureaus 
of the Navy Department, only four of- 
ficers received copies at Marine Head- 
quarters, One was sent to the Major 
General Commandant, one went to the 
Assistant Commandant, one to the As- 
sistant Adjutant and Inspector handling 
personnel legislation, and one to the of- 
ficer in charge of research. 

Meanwhile the compromise bill which 
it is hoped will settle the Marine Corps 
promotion difficulties marked time this 
week at the Capitol.

Appointment of Air Officers 


I’lans for the selection of 50 applicants 
for appointment as second lieutenants in 
the Regular Army have been completed 
by the War Department. The Thomason 
Act of last year provided for the com- 
missioning annually of 50 reserve officers 
or graduates of the Air Corps Training 
Center each year. Funds for this purpose 
are carried in the Army Appropriation 
bill as it passed the Senate but not as it 
passed the House, so that it is now sub- 
ject to the action of the conferees. How- 
ever, it is anticipated that the conferees 
will agree to it, inasmuch as the House 
in passing the measure was under the 
impression that it had taken care of all 
phases of the Thomason Act. 

The policy to be followed by the De- 
partment is contained in Circular No. 
20, promulgated this week, as follows: 

1. a. Under authority of an Act of Con 
eress approved August 30, 1935 (Public No, 
40S, 74th Congress), examination of appli 
ecants for the appointment of 50 second lieu 
tenants in the Air Corps, Regular Army, in 
necordance with the provisions of AR 605-5, 
and special conditions hereinafter set forth 
will be held as follows, provided that funds 
ure made available under the current War 
Department appropriation act, 

Preliminary examination—to be 
not later than July 1, 1986; 

Final examination Part I to begin July 
27, 1936; Part Il to begin July 30, 1936. 

b. Although 50 appointments, apportioned 
to the various arms, are authorized to be 
made annually, the entire allotment of 50 
vacancies is awarded to the Air Corps for 
this year since none of the group of 1,000 
Reserve officers authorized for active duty 
for one year with the Regular Army could 
be eligible for appointment prior to July 
1, 1987. 

2. Since these appointments are limited to 
eraduates of the Air Corps Training Center 
ouly, applications from graduates of the 
Air Corps Training Center in the active mili 
tary service and from those flying cadets 
who will graduate from the Air Corps Train 
ing Center on June 30, 1936, should be sub 
mitted to the corps area and department 
commanders through channels in accordance 
with Section Til, AR 605-5, not later than 
May 15, 1986. Candidates who are not in 
the active military service will submit their 
applications jo the station at which they 
last served or, in the event that the candi 
date has had no extended active daty with 
the Air Corps, to the Commandant, Air 
Corps Training Center.

3. In forwarding applications to the corps 
area commander who is charged with the 
conduct of preliminary examinations, each 
post commander and the Commandant, Air 
Corps Training Center will submit with the 
applications a confidential report of general 
fitness as follows (form to be furnished by 
the War Department): 

a. The efficiency of all applicants; 

b. The flying ability of all applicants; 

«. The adaptability of all applicants: 

d. A brief estimate of each applicant, stat 
ing his opinion as to the candidate’s general 
fitness for a commission in the Regular 
Army. The estimate will include the state- 
ment: “Especially desirable,” “Desirable,” 
or “Undesirable.” 

4. All applicants who are not in the active 
military service at the time of making ap- 
plication for examination will be required

to demonstrate their proficiency as pilots 
before the board conducting the preliminary 
examination, Each examining board will sub 
mit a report showing the relative merit of 
these candidates as pilots. 

5. In accordance with the law governing 
these appointments, the basic requirement is 
that the candidate shall be a graduate of 
the Air Corps Training Center. No priority 
in appointment is authorized for any class 
within the group of graduates of the Air 
Corps Training Center because of enlisted 
or other status. 

6. Eligibility to compete in the final ex 
aminations will be confined to graduates of

Army Legislation 

As Congress approaches adjournment, 
the Army is taking stock of legislation 
“n the mill” upen which action is con- 
sidered desirable at this session. 

The Housing program is before the 
flonse Military subcommittee and it is 
likely that it will be reported favorably, 
but whether this will be done in time for 
passage by the House and action in the 
Senate is problematical. The bill to 
permit the President to set the number 
of enlisted men in the various grades 
an ratings also is still before the House 
Military committee. This bill has passed 
the Senate so action depends entirely 
on the House. Another important mea- 
sure is the combined Air Corps bill, 
providing for five years active duty for 
130% Reserve Officers, revision of the 
temporary advanee rank law, and re- 
definition of the term “flying officer” has 
been reported out of both the Senate and 
House Military Committees and action 
by the respective bodies is quite likely.

Army Enlisted Hearings 

The House Military Committee expects 
to meet within the next few days to 
draft legislation dealing with the pay 
and promotion of Army enlisted men. 

Chairman John J. McSwain told the 
ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL this week that 
the committee plans to conclude its hear- 
ings on the legislative needs of enlisted 
personnel and then draft a consolidated 
bill, including «a number of the pro- 
posals which have been put before it. 
Hearings have been held on the some 20 
odd bills affecting enlisted men, and the 
committee will weigh these, the recom- 
mendations of the non-commissioned offi- 
cers which have testified and the views 
of the War Department, and then write 
a bill. The new measure will probably 
be based on the War Department grades 
and ratings bill, Representative McSwain 
said. 

During the hearings so far a number 
of non-commissioned officers have testi- 
fled and next week it is planned to hear 
officials of the War Department. A large 
group of selected men from the Third 
Corps Area were heard two weeks ago, 
and this week two master sergeants 
from West Point appeared, M. Sgt. A. 


M. Lawrence, FA, and M, Sgt. A. C. 
Howard, QMC. 

Chairman MeSwain, as he called 
Sergeant Lawrence to the stand, said, 


“General Connor tells me that you are 
a non-commissioned officer of unusual 
intelligence and experience. Let us have 
your recommendations as to how we can 
have better soldiers.” 

“In all organizations, all privates ex- 
cept recruits should be privates, first 
class,” Sergeant Lawrence stated. “What 
hurts the Army is that it cannot get rid 
of its deadwood. While we are getting 
better men now than ever before, we 
could get still better ones if we could 
make all who qualify $30 soldiers, Give 
commanding officers the right to give 
them $30 when qualified and right to 
reduce them. We should send a man to 
an organization for three months—not 
to a recruit depot—and if qualified at 
the end of three months promote him. 
If not, give him another three months 
and if then not qualified discharge him." 

“The reenlistment bonus should come 
back,” continued Sergeant Lawrence, 
“Good men now go out to try to find a 
job. If you restored the $75 allowance 
they would reenlist. 

“Third, I would suggest that the mess 
sergeant should be a staff sergeant. The 
mess hall is the heart of the service and 
if you have a good mess sergeant your 
morale will be good. At present it is 
the most thankless job in the Army. 
Men have to be forced to take the job. 

“The only other suggestion that I 
have is that we do not have enough men 
in the upper three grades. We have a 
number of fourth grade sergeants who 
should be in the upper grades, but they 
have to wait until other fellows drop 
dead or retire.” 

Sergeant Lawrence, who attends 
Columbia University in his spare time, 
told the committee of a visit he made to 
Soviet Russia last year with a group of 
Columbia professors, and of his observa- 
tions of the Soviet Army.

Vetoes Walter Reed Expansion 

The bill for the acquisition of addi- 
tional land for Walter Reed General 
Hospital, in Washington, D. C., passed 
by both Houses of Congress, was vetoed 
by President Roosevelt April 13. 


When the bill was sent to the Presi- 
dent he ordered a hearing before Bureau 
of the Budget officials. Apparently, it 
was on the judgement and recommenda- 
tion of the Budget officials that the veto 
was made. 

The President’s veto message was as 
follows: 

I return herewith, without my approval, 
H. R. 3629, a bill authorizing the acquisi- 
tion of some 22 acres of land lying imme- 
diately south of the Walter Reed General 
Hospital Reservation, D. C., and authorizing 
an appropriation of $204,162 therefor. 

I have caused this matter to be looked 
into, and it appears that the purchase of 
the land in question is advocated for the 
reasons that it will provide for a possible 
need for expansion of Army hospital facili- 
ties in the event of war, and in the mean- 
time will provide space for the erection of 
quarters for medical officers attached to 
the present hospital, resulting in a material 
annual saving in expenditures. 

As to the first of these reasons, it appears 
from a report by the Acting Secretary of 
War of April 11, 1935 (printed in H. Rept. 
No. 2133 and 8S. Rept. No. 1710), that there 
now exist certain open areas in the present 
reservation available for possible wartime 
ward expansion. In view of this, the fact 
that other hospital facilities of the War De- 
partment, those of the Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration, and other governmental agencies 
will be available for use in case of war, the 
possibility of providing such additional 
temporary facilities as may be necessary, 
and the impracticability and inadvisability 
of attempting to acquire in time of peace all 
the additional land which may be required 
for wartime purposes, I do not feel that the 
acquisition of the land in question can be 
justified on the ground of its usefulness in 
time of war. 

As to the other reason, namely, the use 
of part of the land for the erection thereon 
of officers’ quarters at a material saving in 
expenditures for commutation, it appears 
that, of the 105 officers attached to the Wal- 
ter Reeed General Hospital, quarters are 
now available thereat for about 21. That 
space can be made available on the existing 
reservation for installing housing for some 
twenty-odd additiona! officers is evidenced by 
the fact that some 2 years ago the War 
Department requested, but was not granted, 
an allotment of emergency funds for that 
purpose. Convincing proof that the remain- 
ing officers should reside upon the reserva- 
tion to insure the efficient functioning of 
the hospital has not been supplied. Certainly 
the theory that all medical personnel con- 
pected with the hospital should reside in 
the immediate vicinity thereof does not ob- 
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tain with respect to our large civil hospitals. 
If the land in question is acquired, the War 
Department proposes at a later date to re- 
quest funds for the construction thereon of 
quarters for 50 officers. This would cost 
approximately $830,000 and, accounting for 
interest on the total investment in land and 
buildings and the cost of heat, light, water, 
repairs, and upkeep, produces comparatively 
little, if any, saving as compared with the 
cost of commutation. 

For the foregoing reasons I do not feel 
justified in giving my approval to this bill.

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Hindenburg Flights 


Arrangements have been completed with 
the Zeppelin Company for the scheduled 
flights of the LZ-129 (Hindenburg) to 
Lakehurst and return to Germany for 
the next six months, The first flight will 
arrive at Lakehurst May 9; leave the 
following day upon return trip to Frank- 
fort, and arrive at Frankfort three days 
later; remain there three days and re- 
turn to Lakehurst on May 19. These 
scheduled flights are at approximately 
ten-day intervals, except that every other 
flight will be followed by a three or 
four-week lay-over in Frankfort or an 
intervening trip to Brazil.

Not to Urge Battleships 
It was stated at the White House 
press conference yesterday that the 
President “has no plans” for recommend- 
ing appropriations for battleship con- 
struction at this session of Congress. 





To Sponsor USS Plunger

Cruiser Alton To Be Sold 


The Navy Department has announced 
that sealed bids for the sale of the 
obsolete cruiser Alton, the former USS 
Chicago, will be opened in the Navy 
Department on April 30, 1936. The Al- 
ton is out of commission at the Navy 
Yard, Pearl Harbor, T. H., where for 
years she served as a barracks for en- 
listed men of the Submarine Base. 


Airplane Towed Glider Flight 

Lt. Comdr. R. 8. Barnaby, CC, USN, 
has completed what is believed to be the 
first airplane towed glider flight in the 
naval service at Pensacola, Fla. A train- 
ing landplane was used for the towing 
ship. Five hundred feet of nine thread 
manila line was used for towing, with a 
releasing hook on both the glider and 
the towing plane. The glider pilot cast 
off at about 3,000 feet altitude and rode 
for more than ten minutes. 





To Study Gravity Intensity 

The Navy will cooperate with the 
American Geophysical Union of the Na- 
tional Research Council in the study of 
gravity intensity in the West Indies dur- 
ing the months of December, 1936 and 
January, 1937 in an effort to complete 
the work begun by the Navy-Carnegie 
Expedition of 1928 and the Navy-Prince- 
ton Expedition of 1932, the Navy De- 
partment has announced. 

A submarine will be assigned to the 
expedition to be utilized in connection 
with the Meinesz pendulum apparatus 
which will be operated by scientists of 
the party. Neither the name of the sub- 
marine nor the number of officers and 
enlisted men to take part in the expedi- 
tion have been made public as yet. This, 
according to the Navy Department, is 
due to the fact that more than eight 
months must elapse before the research 
begins. Results of the study will be 
made public in a report by Capt. Lamar 
R. Leahy, USN, Hydrographer of the 
Navy. 

The expedition will leave Colon, Canal 
Zone, early in December and will work 
eastward through the Caribbean Sea to 
the Windward Islands, if present plans 
are carried out. The cruise is expected 
to cover about 6500 nautical miles and 
will occupy many new gravity stations 
in addition to those of the former expe- 
ditions of 1928 and 1932. The submarine 
will be used as a submerged steady base 
for the measurement of gravity by the 
specially designed Meinesz pendulum 
apparatus which will be used to deter- 
mine the density of the adjoining ocean 
bed and island sub-structures. Numerous 
echo soundings will be taken to furnish 
profiles of the ocean bottom. The Wash- 
ington, D. C., Naval Observatory will 
furnish frequent radio time signals for 
use in this work. Work was completed 
in the Greater Antilles by former expedi- 
tions. However, the scientific expedition 
planned for next winter is expected to 
clear up many doubtful points in the 
region of the Lesser Antilles.

THE DELAY IN THE reporting of the Navy Appropriation bill in the 
House may prove to be productive of benefit to the service. Admiral Standley’s 
outward advocacy of construction of two additional battleships has had time to 
reach the members of the subcommittee. His thorough knowledge of the Fleet and 
its needs fortified by his recent personal contact with the international situation 
at the arms limitation conference in London place the Admiral in a most advan- 
tageous position to evaluate our need for and the effect of additional capital ship 
construction. The Arkansas, the Texas, and the New York will not be capable 
of service for many more years and their replacement is merely a matter of time. 
Failure to begin laying down new ones inevitably will result in a decline of our 
Fleet power. As a matter of fact the Arkansas is now so far gone that the Depart- 
ment advised Congress early in this session that it did not want money to 
modernize it. Great Britain and Japan already have made provision for the 
replacement of their older battleships. We should do likewise not only for our own 
security but in the interests of international limitation of armament. As Admiral 
Standley points out, the agreement just negotiated at London calls for a discussion 
in 1940 as to whether we can build a capital ship under 35,000 tons which fills 
our needs. In order that we may be in a position to talk to the other naval 
powers then on the question, we must first build some battleships and try them out 
in active service. Then if our experience shows that modern refinements of ship 
construction will enable us to put the necessary characteristics in a smaller ton- 
nage, capital ship tonnage can be cut, and in turn perhaps other powers will make 
concessions. The sub-committee doubtless is considering these factors, while it has 
been made known that the President does not plan to recommend appropriations for 
battleship replacement at this session, the sub-committee could well make the 
decision of its own accord. 


IN SPITH OF THE efforts of politicians and nation wide publicity, General 
Craig has shown that matters of War Department administration can be handled 
within the organization. The relief of General Hagood from his command two 
months ago was purely a matter of Army administration. The fact that it was 
taken to heart by politicians of all parties and that the newspapers gave it a 
definite stamp of political action did not deter Secretary Dern nor General Craig 
from the course upon which they had determined. Accusations and recriminations 
flew back and forth in the halls of Congress, but no word came from the Depart- 
ment except publication of General Craig’s memorandum upon which the original 
action was based. Now after 10 weeks of denial of command, General Hagood is 
to be restored to duty, not at his old post nor at the choice one at Governors 
Island but at Chicago where, we understand, it had been determined long ago 
that he was to be assigned. Thus the internal administration of the Army goes 
smoothly on even though many outside the service see ulterior motives and outside 
influences behind the action. 


THE SERVICE IS looking forward hopefully to early action by the Depart- 
ment on the study now in progress to provide a disability retirement law for the 
enlisted men. The need is well recognized by the Department; the means of pro- 
viding it equitably is the matter for determination. Under present conditions, 
physical disability on the part of a non-commissioned officer with long service 
means giving up and going on the pittance of a pension provided by law. 
The years he has put in toward retirement go for naught and he is forced out 
with an income upon which he can not possibly live and which is the same 
whether he be on his first enlistment or whether he is just under the thirty years 
necessary for retirement. What the staff is attempting to work out is a plan 
whereby, “career enlisted men” may be privileged to retire for physical disability. 
The problem they are faced with is to determine just when a man may be con- 
sidered to have committed himself to the Army as a career. Of course, the De- 
partment will have to confront the Bureau of the Budget with its plan when it is 
completed. However, even though the Bureau may be disposed to frown upon it 
there is ample evidence that Congress will take the matter independently.

Blades can’t jiggle 
in Gem Micromatic 
Razors. Dual-Align- 
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Allotments by Army Personnel—The revision of the allotment system in the Army, 
about which considerable misunderstanding has existed, was clarified this week with 
the issuance of an “Immediate Action” letter to the service from The Adjutant Gen- 
eral. As stated in last week’s issue of the AkMy AND NAvy JOURNAL, the new letter 
provides that no allotments will be discontinued “until there is a mutual understanding 
between the Finance Office, U. 8. Army and the allotter.” 

The new letter states: 

“Circular No, 64, War Department, 1935, directs the finance Officer, U. S. Army, 
Washington, D. C., to discontinue after June 30, 1936, all allotments which do not 
comply with AR 35-5520, February 26, 1936. To eliminate all danger of misunderstand- 
ing you are directed to advise all commissioned and enlisted personnel, including 
permanent civilian employees on foreign service, within your command as follows: 

“1. All those having allotments which have not been corrected since the issuance 
of Circular No. 64, and which allotters desire to continue, under the new regulations, 
after July 1st, will be covered by the submission of new W. D., A. G. O. Forms No. 29, 
plainly marked SUBSTITUTE, mailed direct as required by existing regulations to 
the Finance Office, U. 8. Army, Washington, D. C., at the earliest practicable date. 

“2. All allotments or parts of allotments not in conformity with the new regula- 
tions will be discontinued by the submission by the allotter of discontinuance of allot- 
ments, W. D., A. G. O. Form No, 30, at the earliest practicable date. 

“3. In carrying out the provisions of Circular No. 64, it should be understood that 
allotments, particularly for insurance premiums, will not be discontinued until there 
is a mutual understanding between the Finance Office, U. S. Army, and the allotter. 
Therefore, deductions on pay rolls and pay vouchers will be continued until the 
provisions of paragraph 15, AR 35-5520 have been complied with.” 

The revision of the allotment situation, it is understood, was planned to bring the 
system back to the purposes for which it originally was intended—that is solely for 
the benefit or support of the dependents of the allotter. The only allotment authorized, 
besides direct allotments to dependents, is that for the payment of premiums on life 
insurance which is insurance solely on the life of the allotter. 


Status of Navy Ship Construction—The hull of the aircraft carrier USS Yorktown 
was reported to be 73.1 per cent completed, while the machinery was 75.4 per cent 
completed, April 1. The Yorktown was launched April 4 and is expected to be 
completed March 15, 1937. Two other aircraft carriers, the Enterprise and the 
Wasp, are expected to be completed July 1, 1937 and September 19, 1938, respec- 
tively. The lEnterprise’s hull was reported 67.5 per cent completed and the 
machinery 69.1 per cent completed April 1. The keel of the Wasp was laid 
April 1 and it is anticipated it will take three years to complete. 

Following are the places of building, the percentages of completion on hull and 
machinery April 1, and the estimated dates of completion of ships of other classes 
under construction for the Navy:

The Army-Navy Football Game—The newspapers of Philadelphia, in particular, 
and of other cities, have lately contained stories as to preliminary arrangements 
having been made between the Mayor of Philadelphia and the representatives of 
the U. S. Naval Academy and the U. S. Military Academy to play the 1936 Army- 
Navy football game in the Philadelphia Municipal Stadium. 

The JourNnar confirmed this news by inquiry to Army and Navy officials. The 
service football game, to which our readers need no introduction, will be played at 
this Stadium on November 28, 1936, and by the exercise of an option, may be 
played there also in 19387 and 19388. 

The Philadelphia Municipal Stadium was constructed in connection with the 
Sesquicentennial Celebration of 1926. The Stadium is located near the southern- 
most end of South Broad Street just outside of League Island Navy Yard. It is 
horse-shoe in shape, open at the North end. It has a normal seating capacity of 
72,736 which by the erection of temporary seats will be raised to 100,000 for the 
Army-Navy game (Franklin Field seats 79,800). The main stands are of reinforced 
concrete set up in individual but contiguous sections. There are thirty-nine (39) 
gateway entrances to the permanent stands. 

The area North of the Stadium to Packer Street (about three-quarters of 4 
mile) and to the East and West is very much undeveloped, but it is traversed by 
several wide streets notably 7th, 10th, 21st, Pattison, and Packer. The undeveloped 
character at the vicinity is expected to be of advantage to those who would prefer 
to go to this game by private automobile because parking facilities are practically 
unlimited. Access to the Stadium is available also by trolley, bus and taxicab. The 
problem of traflic control through the City on the day of the game is one that 
undoubtedly will receive careful study and police regulation. 

In addition, spurs of both the Pennsylvania and Baltimore and Ohio railroads 
run in East-West directions South of the Stadium and within a few hundred yards 
of its entrances. The Corps of Cadets and Regiment of Midshipmen can thus be 
transported to almost within a “stone’s throw” of their seats. These railroads have 
given assurance that they will arrange for special trains to detrain and entrain 
passengers at this same point. The erection of train loading platforms will of course 
be a necessity. 


Admiral Sellers Reviews “Fleet”—Admiral David Foote Sellers has been privileged, 
in his day, to review various squadrons and fleets of the Navy but none of these 
has given him the thrill he got when the smallest fleet he ever commanded sailed 
into Annapolis harbor recently while the Admiral reviewed them from the deck 
of his own private and personal flagship, the sailing yacht Anita Clay. The fleet 
was made up of four 50-foot ketch rigged sailing cruisers each manned by 4 crew 
of ten midshipmen, selected from all four classes at the Academy of which the 
Admiral is the proud and beloved superintendent. 

Each of the craft was under the command of a midshipman of the first class, 
though for the sake of supervision and advice, there was on board a commissioned 
officer. He counted for little so far as thrill was concerned; this was shared 
equally by Admiral Sellers and the midshipmen crews. No one could say which 
was the more elated. 

As the four ketches arrived off Annapolis harbor at the end of their voyage 
from the Norfolk Navy Yard where they were built, they were maneuvered to 
await the coming of the Anita Clay. Whe she was in position, the ketches, be 
perfect and stately formation, sails, snowy white and full of wind, hore down, 
passing in review, executing as a special mark of esteem for Admiral Sellers, 
column right, and “turn nine.” ‘ 

Admiral David Sellers was a very proud and happy man. His midshipman 
crews had carried out their mission of outfitting their boats at Norfolk and — 
them to the port of destination at Annapolis. They had made their voyage safely 
and speedily and had reported “duty completed” in a smart and seamanlike manner. 

It may have seemed a small accomplishment in the eyes of the unthinking 
yet in the mind of the Superintendent, the traditions of the Academy were bei’ 
lived up to by midshipmen, who given a seaman’s task to perform, carried it ou 
as a seaman should.

Asst. Sec. Woodring’s Trip 

Assistant Secretary of War Harry H. 
Woodring returned to his office in Wash- 
ington Tuesday, April 14, exactly a month 
after he left New York aboard the Re- 
public for a visit to the Panama Canal 
Zone. He arrived at Cristobal April 20 
and went from there to Balboa where he 
was the guest of Governor Julian Schley. 
The early part of Secretary Woodring’s 
stay in Panama was devoted to actual 
inspection of the Canal Zone, while the 
latter part of his stay was devoted to 
inspection of the military units of the 
Zone. During the inspection of military 
units he, along with Mrs. Woodring and 
Col, and Mrs. Earl McFarland, executive 
officer in the office of Assistant Secretary 
of War, was the guest of Maj. Gen. and 
Mrs. Lytle Brown. 

The efficiency and effectiveness of the 
Administration of General Brown and of 
Governor Schley’s was pleasing to Mr. 
Woodring and was declared “eminently 
Satisfactory.” His inspection consisted 
of trips by boat, railroad, motor car and 
airplane. 

The layout, equipment and plans for 
hew buildings were inspected at the avia- 
tion fields, Holbrook and France. At 
Corozal he was interested in the supply 
department and observed the depots of 
various supply services,—storage and 
issuance of supplies. 

He also visited the troops at the vari- 
ous camps and witnessed the troops of 
the department on maneuvers. The 
Climax of Secretary Woodring’s inspec- 
tion of military activities occurred April 
2 when all the troops of the department 
participated in the largest review ever 
held in the Canal Zone.

Junior Airplane Pilots

Four combination power and sail boats 
of a new design have recently been added 
to the floating equipment at the Naval 
Academy for purposes of training and 
recreation for midshipmen. These craft 
are a modification of the service type 50’ 
motor launch. They have been designed 
gs cabin cruisers fitted with 14 bunks, 
galley equipment and other accommoda- 
tions, Which make them available for 
eruising in local waters. As sail boats they 
are ketch rigged and carry a spread of 
nearly 1,000 square feet of canvas. They 
are powered with Diesel engines and have 
acrusing radius of possibly 350 miles. The 
hoats were constructed at the Norfolk 
Navy Yard and when ready for delivery, 
a detail of 50 midshipmen were sent to 
Norfolk on a destroyer. This party of 
midshipmen comprised the four crews of 
the boats. They manned the boats and re- 
turned them to Annapolis under power 
and sail. 

This initial trip was a fair test of the 
euising oualities and sailing character- 
istics «i the boats and was enthusias- 
tieally reported on by the officer in charge 
of the trip. In reporting the experience of 
this initial trip, Lt. Comdr. H. B. 
Knowles, in charge of the squadron of 
boats, reported to the Superintendent of 
the Naval Academy as follows: 

“Finally, the midshipmen were splendid. 
They worked long and hard, almost entirely 
on their own initiative, the officers turning 
almost everything over to them, merely act- 
ing as observers most of the time. The mid- 
shipman in charge of each boat handled 
bis boat nearly perfectly. There was no 
hesitation in handling new and unfamiliar 
gear and they had a world of confidence in 
their ability, which was a joy to behold. 
The navigators performed their duties very 
conscientiously, and really did a fine job of 
piloting. Hands were always available to 
handle sail and impromptu brushes were 
always in order. Each crew took a great 
pride in the appearance of its boat, and 
there was much scrubbing of decks and 
polishing of brightwork. Finally, the mid- 
shipmen cooks did themselves proud. They 
served three well cooked meals a day, in 
spite of the vagaries of the stove, and well 


justified their contention that no enlisted 
cook was necessary. 
“All in all, as one midshipman told me 


just before I left the boats Sunday after- 
noon, ‘Sir, this is the grandest weekend we 
have ever had.’ ” 

The acquisition of these boats marks 
another step in the direction of obtaining 
adequate floating equipment for the train- 
ing of midshipmen at the Naval Academy, 
which will turn their minds to the prob- 
lems, recreation and habits of the sea. 
An extension of this policy is the plan to 
obtain an adequate training ship prema- 
nently stationed at the Naval Academy, 
equipped with modern appliances in engi- 
neering and fire control, which will pro- 
vide a full scale practical laboratory for 
the training of midshipmen. One of the 
new gunboats which will soon be com- 
missioned is considered to be admirably 
adapted to this purpose and has been 
requested for assignment to the Naval 
Academy. 


Conclude Surplus Goods Hearing 

After more than a week of hearings, 
the House Military Affairs Committee 
abruptly concluded its investigation into 
4 fraudulent sale of surplus Army cloth- 
ing in 1932. 

The committee was seeking to ascer- 
tain Whether anyone in the War Depart- 
ment or in its own membership at the 
time had any reason to be suspicious of 
the deal prior to its negotiations. The 
War Department sold the goods at half 
price to the American Legion for distri- 
bution to the needy, after the Com- 
mittee had passed a resolution endors- 
mg the plan. Subsequently it was 
shown that some of the goods were di- 
verted into commercial channels, and 
4 Michigan Legion official, Robert J. 
Byers, who represented it in the pur- 
chase was convicted, with a New York 
Surplus property dealer, Frank Kreiger, 
~ fraud charges. This conviction has 
en set aside and the two men are 
‘waiting a second trial. 

The inquiry was called following the 
publication of an article in the Hearst 
wspapers recalling the sale and subse- 
— trial of the men for fraud and 
pointing out that the committee under 





Representative John J. McSwain had 
urged that the War Department make 
the sale. 

During the hearings, the committee 
had testimony from Maj. Gen. George 
Van Horn Moseley, USA, former As- 
sistant Secretary of War Frederick H. 
Payne, Lt. Col. William R. Gruber, FA, 
USA, and former Representative W. 
Frank James, now chief investigator for 
the committee. Colonel Gruber, who ap- 


peared first, declared that before the 
sale Joseph Silverman, surplus goods 
dealer, had told him of an alleged plot 


between Byers and Kreiger. He said 
that he had reported the matter to As- 
sistant Secretary Payne at the time and 
had telephoned Mr. James, then ranking 
minority member of the Committee, tell- 
ing him that Byers “had a bad reputa- 
tion at the Department.” Mr. Payne 
said he did not recall the matter. Gen- 
eral Moseley, then Deputy Chief of Staff, 
testified that hearing a report that one 
of the men had a bad reputation, had 
phoned Mr. James and told him of the 
report. Mr. James denied having re 
ceived any warning as to Byers or any 
intimation that there was anything 
wrong with the deal. 

Following this testimony Representa- 
tive McLean moved that the committee 
xo into executive session and shortly 
thereafter Chairman McSwain §an- 
nounced that the inquiry was finished 
and that there would probably be no re- 
port. 


Army Appropriations 

No meeting of the Senate and House 
conferees on the War Department appro- 
priations bill has yet been held although 
the bill was passed by the Senate nearly 
a month ago. It was said however, that 
the conferees are planning to get together 
next week. 

On April 15 Senator Copeland an- 
nounced that Senator Norbeck, one of 
the conferees, has been absent because of 
illness and he requested, inasmuch as it 
is desirable for the conferees to meet 
shortly that Senator Norbeck be excused 
and another appointed in his place. Ac- 
cordingly Senator Carey of Wyoming was 
appointed. 





Considered Proposed Air Depot 

Construction of an Army Air Corps 
depot at Sacramento, Calif.. and new 
runways for the Air Corps base at 
Langley, Va., were considered this week 
by the House Appropriations Committee 
for inclusion in the deficiency appropria- 
tion bill. 

The committee has before it supple- 
mental budget estimates recently trans- 
mitted by President Roosevelt for the 
expenditure of $7,000,000 for the pro- 
posed Sacramento air depot and $300,- 
000 for the Langley runways. Hearings 
are now being held on the deficiency bill 
and it is planned to report it to the 
louse within the next week or ten days. 

“The purpose of this supplemental 
estimate of appropriation is to provide 
for the acquisition of approximately 1.,- 
117 acres of land in the vicinity of 
Sacramento, Calif., and to establish 
thereon an Air Corps depot, complete 
with storage facilities, flying field, shops 
(including machinery and equipment) 
for the repair and overhaul of airplanes, 
barracks for enlisted men, quarters for 
oflicers and noncommissioned officers, 
and all other necessary buildings, utili- 


ties, and appurtenances,” Acting Bud- 
get Director Bell stated in submitting 


the estimates. “This depot is to take 
the place of the one now located at 
Rockwell Field on North Island, San 


Diego Harbor, Calif.” 

Of the Langley project, Director Bell 
said: “This supplemental estimate of 
appropriation is required for the instal- 
lation of only the most urgently neces- 
sary runways for the taking-off and 
landing of airplanes at the Army Air 
Corps base at Langley Field, Va. It 
is necessary that the work be undertaken 
at this time because of the fact that 
the War Department has _ recently 
arranged for the procurement of a num- 
ber of newly developed four-engined 
bombardment airplanes to be based at 
Langley Field, deliveries of which are 
to begin in November, next. These ma- 








chines are of such great weight that 
hard-surfaced runways are essential to 


Navy Opposes Enlisted Allowance 

The Navy Department is opposed to 
the passage of Representative Scott’s 
bill to provide allowances for dependents 
of petty officers of the Navy. 

In a letter to the House Naval Affairs 
Committee made public at the Capital 
this week, the Department declared that 
the bill would cost $1,213,920 a year if 
confined to chief petty officers and about 
$8,000,000 a year if applied to all petty 
officers. Under the latter provision, it 
was said, approximately 40,000 men 
would be entitled to the “family allow- 


ance” as Representative Scott's bill 
called the payment it would provide. 
The Bureau of the Budget, the letter 


stated, advises the bill is not in accord 
with the financial program of the Presi- 
dent.

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Merchant Marine 

St. Louis—In a competitive age which 
stresses speed and efliciency, America is 
permitting its Merchant Marine to lag be- 
hind because it lacks an aggressive policy, 
the Foreign Trade Committee of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley Association warns in a 
statement. 

The: committee’s statement follows in 
part; 

“We rank fifth in high-speed vessels 
(combination passenger and freight ships 
of 14 knots or over and freighters of 
12 knots or more). Only 40% of our 
ships in international trade are within 
this speed classification, while the fleet 
of England includes 60% of its vessels 
in this class; Germany, 60%; France, 
51% ; and Japan, 47%. 

“With 89% of our merchant fleet more 
than 10 years old, it is ovious that the 
American Merchant Marine is handi- 
capped in economy of operation and 
speed in competition with the modern 
fleets of our rivals. It is estimated that 
fuel consumption, for example, on ships 
of that age is from 830 to 40% greater 
than on modern vessels. In addition the 
American Merchant Marine faces the 
added handicap of high costs due to a 
higher standard of living in this country. 

“The Merchant Marine Bill introduced 
in Congress by Senator Copeland, of New 
York, is designed to build up the Amer- 
ican Merchant Marine and to protect 
the interests of both ship owners and

Approve Air Corps Bills 
(Continued from First Page) 
other duties and also to draw flight 

pay. 

“The committee is strongly of the 
opinion that this bill, as amended, con- 
stitutes a forward and progressive step 
in the orderly and economical develop- 
ment of the Army Air Corps,” the re- 
port states. 

“Sections 1 and 2 provide an authoriza- 
tion for the actual numbers of Reserve 
Officers of the Air Corps needed to 
augment the officers of the Regular Army 
in order to provide the proper personnel 
for the new and modern aircraft now on 
hand or to be delivered, and make it 
possible to keep these Reserve Officers 
on active duty with the Regular Army 
for a sufficient length of time to really 
become proficient for immediate and 
efficient service in emergency without 
delay and without further training. 
These sections also obviate the present 
too rapid turnover of personnel, which 
prevents the complete training of Re- 
serve Officers under modern conditions 
and with the present advanced types of 
aircraft used by the Army. In addition 
these objectives are accomplished with 
so much economy that it will be possible 
to maintain on active duty with the 
Regular Army three times the number 
of qualified Reserve pilots at a cost 
which is less than twice the cost of the 
present system which this act is designed 
to correct. 

“Section 3 is simply a redefinition of 
the term “flying officer’ to meet modern 
conditions of service and to correct a 
misinterpretation of the term as used 
in the Air Corps Act of 1926, and which 
could not be forseen at that time with 
the development which has taken place 
in flying and in airplanes. 

“Sections 4 and 5 are for the purpose 
of correcting the present situation with 
respect to the granting of temporary 
rank to certain officers of the Air Corps 
under existing law. This existing law 
has proven faulty after having been in 
effect under the Air Corps Act of 1926, 
and the proposed legislation has been 
written in the light of actual and un- 
satisfactory experience under the act of 
1926. The proposed changes will not 
only correct the unsatisfactory provi- 
sions of the act of 1926, but will do so 
at an estimated saving of $114,000 for 
the first year of operation.”

there is blanket authorization for any 
and all construction at every existing 
Air Corps post. The additional projects 
which the subcommittee had the Depart- 
ment submit contemplates the elimina- 
tion of all of the Air Corps items in the 
original bill, and these include construc- 
tion at Albrook and France Fields in the 
Panama Canal Zone, Bolling Field, 
Washington, D. C., Hamilton Field, 
Calif., Mitchel Field, New York, and 
Wright Field, Ohio. If the board’s plan 
includes these stations, it may be, it is 
pointed out, that it calls for the utiliza- 
tion of all existing fields. 

The plan to eliminate Air Corps items 
from the housing bill was discussed at a 
meeting of the construction subcommit- 
tee on Wednesday. Representative Lister 
Hill, Dem. of Ala. called on Lt. Col. 
Allen Burdett, (JAGD), GSC, of the 
Budget and Legislative Section of the 
Chief of Staff’s Office, for an interpreta- 
tion of the Wilcox act. Colonel Burdett 
testified that under that law, there is 
already authority for the construction at 
the seven air stations provided in the 
bill and that their inclusion in the pres- 
ent bill was unnecessary. Brig. Gen. 





Patrick Guiney, Assistant Quartermaster 
General of the Army then presented a 
list of substitute projects which the 
War Department would like to have in- 
serted in the bill if the Air Corps are 
eliminated.

Relief of Reserve Officers 


Circular No. 14 now being distributed 
by the War Department rescinds Circu- 
lar No, 61 issued in 1935 which deals 
with Army Reserve Officers. The cireu- 
lur revises AR 140-5, April 16, 1931, and 
paragraph 49% is added to it. Except 
for those oflicers placed in a status of 
ineligibility for reappointment, assign- 
ment, or promotion thereunder, the pro- 
Visions of the paragraph are not in- 
tended to supersede the provisions of 
paragraphs 26 and 2s. 


The substituted paragraph reads as 
follows: 
40%. Relief from assignment—corps area 


and arm and service assignment groups,—a. 
Officers of the grades of captain to colonel, 
inclusive, who for two succeeding years fall 
satisfactorily to participate in the active or 
inactive duty training of the units to which 
they are assigned or who have not satis 
factorily performed the administrative 
duties appropriate to their assignments will 
be relleved fron) assignment. An officer re 
lieved from assignment for this reason will 
either be trans erred to the ineligible list 
for the remainder of his current tive-year 
appointment, without eligibility for reap 
pointment, assignment, or promotion, or, if 
he has had fifteen years’ commissioned ser 
vice subsequent to April 6, 1917, which has 
previously been satisfactory, be transferred, 
in his current grade, to the Inactive Reserve,
